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Summary 


U.  S.  imports  of  specified  condiments  and  flavoring  materials  during  1967 
totaled  $59*6  million,  compared  with  1966  imports  of  $61.5  million.  Ihe 
volume  of  black  and  white  pepper  imports  rose  substantially,  reflecting  lower 
prices  and  rebuilding  of  inventories.  Because  of  declining  domestic  production, 
mustard  seed  imports  again  increased  sharply  over  those  of  the  year  before, 
rising  to  more  than  double  the  1965  level.  Sesame  seed  imports  also  continued 
to  increase,  jumping  27  percent  over  the  1966  level.  Allspice  (pimento) 
imports  were  more  than  halved,  and  vanilla-bean  imports  fell  by  nearly  one- 
third  as  manufacturers  and  importers  continued  to  draw  upon  stocks.  The 
decline  in  cassia  shipments  was  offset  by  larger  imports  of  cinnamon.  Imports 
of  turmeric  were  also  noticeably  reduced. 

At  the  1967  Kennedy  Round  negotiations,  the  United  States  granted  tariff 
reductions  for  many  spices  and  condiments.  As  most  unground  spices  already 
enter  duty  free,  major  reductions  involved  ground  or  processed  spices,  or 
were  items  of  minor  commercial  importance.  Some  notable  concessions  were  the 
duty  reductions  on  ground  or  prepared  mustard  from  3°^  cents  per  pound  to 
2 cents  and  on  whole  mustard  seed  from  0.875  cents  per  pound  to  0.^3  cents. 

Ihe  levy  of  7«5  cents  per  pound  on  vanilla  beans  will  be  eliminated;  however, 
no  concessions  were  granted  for  capers,  paprika,  and  capsicum  peppers  (anaheim 
and  ancho  types). 


World  Trade 

Black  and  white  pepper;  World  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum 
L. ) during  1966  totaled  151  million  pounds,  up  6 percent  over  the  previous  year 
and  well  above  the  i960 -64  average  of  132  million  pounds.  Increased  exports 
were  recorded  by  both  India  and  Indonesia;  however,  the  gains  were  partly  offset 
by  smaller  shipments  from  Sarawak,  Brazil,  the  Malagasy  Republic,  Cambodia,  and 
Ceylon . 


World  pepper  prices  continued  to  decline  in  1967,  reflecting  larger  supplies 
and  the  easing  of  Malaysia- Indonesian  tensions.  New  York  wholesale  black- 
pepper  prices  averaged  38.4  cents  per  pound  in  1967,  compared  with  43.3  in 
the  year  before  and  47 .9  during  1965.  January  1968  prices  were  38*8  cents 
per  pound,  up  1 cent  from  prices  in  the  corresponding  1967  month. 

U.  S.  pepper  imports  in  1967  totaled  56. 1 million  pounds  valued  at  $15.9 
million,  48  percent  over  the  1966  level.  The  larger  imports  were  attributed 
to  lower  prices  and  to  building  up  of  inventories.  Nearly  all  of  the 
increase  was  accounted  for  by  larger  purchases  from  Indonesia,  while  imports 
from  India  fell  sharply. 

India's  pepper  exports  during  1966  amounted  to  a near- record  5^*8  million 
pounds,  nearly  10  percent  over  1965  shipments.  Despite  another  large  crop, 
exports  during  January-October  1967 — at  40.9  million  pounds — have  decreased 
18  percent  from  those  in  the  corresponding  1966  period.  The  sharp  decline  is 
attributed  to  the  higher  price  levels  of  Indian  pepper;  importers  are  buying 
lower-quality  pepper  from  other  producers  whose  prices  have  been  generally  as 
much  as  7-12  cents  per  pound  cheaper. 

Indonesian  exports  In  1966  totaled  46.3  million  pounds,  up  significantly  over 
the  previous  year  but  still  under  1964  shipments  of  51  «7  million  pounds . The 
unusually  small  1965  exports  of  27*3  million  pounds  was  attributed  to  a 
reduced  harvest  and  to  retention  of  stocks  by  farmers  and  exporters. 

Brazilian  exports  in  1966  fell  more  than  2 million  pounds  from  the  record 
1965  level  to  14.1  million  pounds.  Shipments  during  the  first  6 months  of 
1967  totaled  7*4  million  pounds,  almost  double  those  in  the  corresponding  1966 
period. 

Exports  by  Sarawak  declined  sharply  in  1966  from  the  large  1965  shipments  of 
39*5  million  pounds  to  29.2  million.  However,  exports  during  1967  picked  up 
significantly,  amounting  to  a near  record  43.6  million  pounds. 

Vanilla  beans:  World  vanilla  exports  in  19 66  totaled  2.7  million  pounds,  down 

14.5  percent  from  the  1965  level  of  3*2  million  but  still  above  the  1960-64 
average  of  2.1  million.  Nearly  all  producing  countries  recorded  declines, 
reflecting  smaller  sales  to  the  United  States — world's  largest  importer  and 
consumer  of  vanilla. 

Because  of  continued  inventory  reduction,  U.  S.  vanilla-bean  imports  in  1967 
totaled  only  1.28  million  pounds  valued  at  $5*6  million,  down  31  percent  from 
imports  of  the  year  before  and  well  under  1965  imports  of  2.16  million  pounds. 

U.  S.  vanilla  purchases  In  1967  were  far  short  of  the  amount  agreed  upon  under 
the  marketing  quota  arrangement  between  the  Malagasy  Republic,  the  Comoro 
Islands,  Reunion,  and  the  U.  S.  Vanilla  Bean  and  Flavoring  Extract  Manufacturers 
Association.  This  agreement  called  for  a 1967  export-quota  allotment  to  the 
United  States  of  I.87  million  pounds  at  an  f.o.b.  price  of  $4.63  per  pound. 
However,  under  the  agreement,  any  unsold  portion  of  the  quota  would  be 


automatically  cancelled  without  penalty.  U.  S.  imports  from  the  respective 
Indian  Ocean  producers  in  19&7  amounted  to  only  1 million  pounds,  870,000 
short  of  the  agreed  quota  allotment. 

For  1968,  the  Indian  Ocean  producers  have  allocated  a vanilla  export  quota  of 
1.66  million  pounds  for  shipment  to  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  a quota 
of  727>500  pounds  for  European  destinations.  Of  the  U.  S. -Canadian  quota, 
782,600  pounds  are  allocated  for  shipment  during  the  first  6 months  and  the 
balance  during  the  reminder  of  the  year.  In  addition,  producers  have 
announced  price  increases  of  between  23  and  ^5  cents  per  pound,  depending 
on  quality,  over  the  $4 .63“ cent  rate  agreed  upon  under  the  1967  quota 
arrangement®  The  new  prices  will  be  effective  through  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  if  the  1968  quota  is  met,  renewal  by  the  producers  is  assured. 

Current  New  York  spot  Bourbon  vanilla  prices  are  being  quoted  at  $5*50”$5«75 
per  pound,  up  from  $5*2Q“$5°5®  prior  to  the  price  increase  stipulated  in  the 
new  quota  agreement.
